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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is in response to the BPAI decision filed 1/4/06. Claims 1, 2, 4, 9, 10 
and 12 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 2, 4, 9, 10 and 12 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1, 2, 4, 9, 10 and 12 are allowable over the prior art fails to teach and/or suggest a 
hemispheric lens being "retrofit" in the same manner as set forth in the claimed combination 

As determined in the BPAI decision filed 1/4/06 (see page 6, paragraph 2), Harwood, GB 
1,500,495, does not teach a "retrofit" as claimed and therefore would not be combinable with 
Keitoku, US 5,036,188 to achieve the claimed combination.
